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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/25/05 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Applicant cancelled claims 104 and 105. A new ground of rejection is set 
forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 52-54,106-108 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Kurobe (US 485321 1 ; 08/01/89) and Greco (US 5084277). 

Kurobe teaches a method of applying a suppository comprising an effervescent plus a 

non-effervescent to the vagina. Kurobe teaches that his method is employed as a 

contraceptive. See abstract, column 3 lines 9-20, columns 5-6 examples 2-5. Kurobe 

does not teach that the method includes progesterone. However, Greco teaches a 

method wherein a suppository comprising progesterone is applied to the vagina. Greco 

also teaches that the suppository is in tablet form. See abstract, claims. It would have 

been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to include progesterone in Kurobe's 

contraceptive. One would have been motivated to do this since progesterone is a 

contraceptive. With respect to particle size of progesterone, one having ordinary skill in 

the art would have been expected to determine the optimum particle size. One would 

have been motivate to do this in order to develop the most effective contraceptive. With 
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respect to the method of preparing the tablet for vaginal delivery, the simple act of 
mixing and combining well-known chemicals provides no patentable weight to the 
invention. In order to overcome this rejection, Examiner suggests using "consisting 
essentially of language in the instant claims.
